TORREON'S FALL RUMORED

Spanish Minister Said to Be
Preparing to Leave
Mexico City.

\
Special Cable Despatch to Tar Son

Mexico Crry, Jan. 14.—Although SBenor
de Cologan y Cologan, the Hpanish Min-
ister, emphatically denied to-day through
the morning papers the report that he was
about to retire, most of hia friends and
other members of the Bpanish colony
are convinced that the report Is true and
that the Minister's denial was given out
for diplomatic reasons

A band of 100 rebels attacked this
morning the station of Oriental, at the
Junction of the two branches of the Inter-
oceanic Rallroad, between here and Vera
Cruz. A pay train contalning* 100,000
pesos was walting at this station and this
was the reason for the rebel attack.
Twenty-five rurales, who were guarding
the traln, surrendered after a brief Aght
in which one was killed and two wounded,
After théir victory the rebels left, taking
with them the engine and the pay car.
The paymaster has not been seen since,

Federals in Puranit,

Immediately upon the receipt of the
news of this attack a Federal force was
sent out from S8an Juan de Los Llanos in
pursuit.  All the tralng on the line have
been held up throughout the day In order
to enable the Federals to capture the
fleeing rebels. The only tralns which
were operated to-night between here and
Vera Crus went out with a heavy military
escort.

Fighting is reported around Tuxtla, the
centre of the wealthiest tobacco region
of Mexico, situated chiefly in the State
of Vera Crus. The Government announces
that about forty rebels were Killed there
to-day.

The Federals are making the greatest
effort to repair the rallrond between San
Luis Postosi and Baltillo In order to
be able to bring 2,000 carloads of cotton
bales from the Torreon region. Most of
this cotton Is at Hipolite, and 500 cars
are ready for shipment at Saltillo. Two
strong Federal columns numbering from
1,000 to 2,000 men euch were sent to-day
to San Luis Potosl to protect the ship-
ments. The Federals have repaired and
garrisoned the line as far as Moctezuma,
ubout forty miles north of Saltilla.

The Qovernment announced to-night
that the entire road to Saltillo will be re-
paired within five days and that the cot-
ton will be brought In within a week.
Many millions of dollars are involvel In
the shipments, as most of the cotton mills
in the States of Mexico, Gunajuato and
Puebla have closed down or are using
American catton.

Fighting Near San Luls.

The Government reports fighting around
8an Luis Potosl to-day. The rebel leaders,
Izabal Gaona and Gulza, were killed at a
vlace located about forty miles east of
San Luls Potosl, The rebels have been
driven away from there several times, but
have always succeeded in returning.

The Governor of the Btate of Tamaull-
pas repeats to-day his dally denlal of
the existence of any danger of an attack
on Tampico. In his latest message he
declares that his scouts have covered a
radius of about twenty-five miles without
encountering any rebels. This, however,
seems suspicious in view of the fact that
& week ago he reported that his meouts
had carefully gone over a radius of 100
miles without seeing the enemy,

A strong but unconfirmable rumor is
current in the capital to-night to the ef-
fect that a rebel force attacked Torreon
te-day.

Eighty Federal officers were brought
into Mexico city lart night and lodged
in the military prison, They are said to
have been brought here from Guaymas,
whers the Federal garrison Is reported
to have revolted and gone over to the
rebels,

BANK HOLIDAY EXTENDED.

Huerta Decides to Levy New Tax
on Mortgages.
Special Cahls Despatoh to Tam Scw,

Mexico City, Jan. 10 (Thursday).—
The Government announced last night that
& bank holiday for all financial institu-
tions in the republic had been extended
until March 31,

The Government at the same tima pub-
lished a decree taxing all capital invested
in mortgages at the rate of 1 per cent.
The penalty upon fallure to pay is three
times the amount of the tax.

Foreign Minister Moheno has sent a re-
quest by cable to Washington aaking
that the United States permit Gen. Mer-
cado and the Federal army officers and
soldiers who fled from Ojlnaga into Texas
and are now at Fort Bliss to return to
Mexico.

Senator Moheno also cabled to the Mex-
ican diplomatic representatives through-
out the world the text of President Huer-
ta's dacree suspending payment of the in-
terest on thedonds of the national debt.

REBELS OCCUPY ORIENTAL.

Vera Cruz Bank Gets Demand for
2,000,000 Peso Loan.
Epecial Cable Despatch to Trp Bun,

Vera Cruz, Jan 14.—The rebel band
which robbed a payear on the Inter-
oceanic Rallway to-day near the station
of Oriental, securing & large amount of
money, took possession later of the town
itself. They captured 160 kegs of pow-
der, seventy-five cases of dynamite, and
ut the hour of fling this message they are
still holding the town,

The military commander of Vera Crus
received orders to-night from the War
Department to exerclse *“forceful Intiu-
ence” on all local banks with a view to
obtaining funds for the Government. In
compliance with this order the commander
has demanded a loan of 2,000,000 pesos
from the Banco Mercantil. The bank
officials are now in sesslon and have
promised to give an early reply to this
request.

SAYS POLICY DEFEATS ITSELF.

“Dally Mail” Thinks Plan Is Not
Favorable to Wilson's Almas.

Special Cable Despatch to Tur Svw,

Loxpon, Jan. 16.—The Daily Mail
thinks it is doubtful if President Wilson's
policy of waiting for something to happen
in Mexico I8 altogether favearable to his
aims and views.

“His excellent intentions,'” it says, “are
to be criticlsed only on the ecore of
practicability, but sooner or later he will
have to face the alternative of allowing
the Mexicans to solve the critical prob-
lem in their own way or of solving it by
the force of American arms."”

“TEMPS*' ATTACKS HUERTA.

Says Mexico Is Being Driven to Com-
plete Exhaustion.
Special Cabla DespateA to Tum Sox.

Paris, Jan. 14.—Le Temps, discussing
the notification of the Mexican Govern-
ment that it would not pay the interesat
due on the bonds of the national debt,
says that Gen. Huerta's moratorium is
evidently a reply to Washington's notifi-
cation that any financial aid given to him
will be considered an unfriendly act. It
adds:

“European Interesta will feel more and
more severely the consequences of the
policy of the United States, which favors
the revolutionists and seems, purposaly
or unconsciously, to drive Mexlco to com-
plete exhaustion."”

Le Temps suggests that the elections
to be held in Mexico In July, although
they will be merely a simulacrum for
Mexico, may send to power a man who
will be persona grata to Washington and
enable President Wilson, without loss of
pride, to change his attitude,

The newspaper quotes the New York
World to the effect that the United States
is not prepared for war and deduces from

this that Washington should adopt a
policy of conciliation.

SECURITIES DROP IN PARIS. .

Bourse Feels Effect of Huerta Gov-
ernment's Defanlt,

Parjs, Jan. 14—The announcement of
the default of the Mexican Government in
the payment of the interest on bonds of
the natonal debt affected the Bourse gen-
erally to-day.

VILLA TO RECRUIT 10,000,

Saye His New Troops Will Use Arma
Taken at Ojinaga.

EL Paso, Tex.,, Jan. 14.—Pancho Villa
has decided to add 10,000 men to his
rebel army. He declares that the arms
captured at Ojinaga together with arms
and ammunition he had previously taken
from the Federals will enable him to
arm and equip that many men fully. Re.
crulting was commenced in Juares to-
day.

United States army officers and Red
Cross officlals here are making active
preparations for the reception of the
4419 Mexican refugees and Federal
soldlers when they arrive from PFresidio.
The quartermaster's department is wir-
ing to Bt. Louis and other quartermas-
ter's depota for tentage, bedding and
other supplies, as there is not suffcient
in the local depot to supply the refuges
colony,

The quartermaster's depot here is send-
ing rations to feed the refugees dally.
A shipment of 3,000 rations was ssent on
Tuesday and 16,000 more on Wednesday.
Food and water have been distributed
along the seventy wmiles of road from
Presidio to Marfa for the Federals as
they march overland. An effort will be
made to transport the women and child-
ren in wagons and ambulances, though
this will be the most difficult part of the
task of moving the Mexicans. There are
not enough wagons and carriages in the
Big Bend country to haul them.

MEXICAN STOCKS UNCHANGED.

Bankers Here Have Not Heen Ine
formed Ofcially of Decree.

Desplite the officlal announcement made

Nenate Committes of !
Munsey Deal.

DENIES ANY FA\'OR[TISM'

Washington Bankers Opposed
to Official Fear Power lle
Will Wield.

Wasiinaron, Jan. 14, —Friends of the
Administration in the Senate lost no time |
to-day in their efforts to secure the cone
firmation of John Skelton Willlams as |
Comptroller of the Currency. With the
prospect of a Benatorial Investigation into
the Munsey Trust Company deal con-
fronting them, friends of Mr. Willlams got
busy and a special meeting of the Senate
Committee on Banking and Currency was
called this afternoon to conslder the noms
Ination, which came to the Renate yes-
terday.

Democratic Benators were inslstent upon
favorable action Immediately. Sugges-
tions made in the committea that an in-
vestigation might be called for and that
therefore action ought to be delayed seomed
to have no weight,

Chalrman Owen eald previous to the
committee meeting thut Mr. Willlams was
eminently qualified and that opposition to
him was due to the Natlonal City Bank.

When the committee was in session Sene
ator Weeks suggestod that there ought to
be an Inquiry into the circumstances of
the absorption by the Mungey Trust Coms
pany of the Unlted Btates Trust Company,
in which John Skelton Willlams, as As-
sistant Secretary of the Treasury, was
alleged to have unduly favored the Mune
sey Trust Company, of which his brother,
R. Lancaster Williams, {8 a director.

Senator Weeks referred to the charges
that Mr. Willlams and Thomus F. Ryan
had grappled for control of the Seaboard
Alr Line Railroad and suggested that Mr.
Ryan ought to be called as a witness,
The versions given out in behalf of Mr,
Willlams put the new Comptroller in a
favorable llght and attacked Mr., Ryan
unmercifully.

Oppose Calling Thomas F. Hyan.

But Democratic S8enators were unwilling
to call Mr. Ryan. The mere suggestion
roused a storm of protest, led by Benator
Shafroth of Colorado. Three or four of
the Democratic members of the committee
sald they would attach no importance to
anything that Mr. Ryan might say

Finally Benator Reed moved that the
committee make a favorable report on
the nomination of Mr. Willlams., Repub.
lican members insisted that there ought
to be an investigation of the Munsey deal

Thereupon Senator Heed suggested that
the committee take n recess and that the
chairman meanwhile notify Mr. Willlams
and  the local bankers, Including  the
president of the Washington Clearing

House, that the committes would hear
them on the Munsey Trust Company
deal.

Mr. Willlams responded promptly to
the invitation, W. J. Flather of the Riggs
Nutional Bank, who was chairman of n
committee of the Clearing House Asso-
clatdon, and Willlam 1. Merriam, direc
tor of the census, who {8 !dentifled with
the Continental Trust Company In Wash-
ington, and Vice-President Warden of
the same company also appeared,

For more than two hours Mr. Will-
fams explained the Munsey Tyust Com-
pany deal, submitting correspondence and
documents to show that no favoritism was
shown. He sald that the United States
Trust Company had been Investigated six
months before the Munsey deal by a
bank examiner, who reported an impair-
ment of capital, that the company re-
celved six months in which to wipes out
the impairment. but that at the end of the
six months instead of an improvement
it was found that there was even greater
Impalrment, amounting practically to a
million dollars.

He #ald that the local bankers wers
then notified to be prepared to extend
the necessary aid to the trust company
and prevent a general run. Mr. Williams
submitted correspondence which tended
to prove that the National Bank of Wash-
ington had negotiated for the acquisition
of the United SBtates Trust Company and
had finally decided not to take it over.
There negotiations were carried on with-
out the knowledge of the Treasury De-
partment.

More Negotiations Fail,

Later, when the condition of the United
States Trust Compunhy was found to be
critical, there was some correspondence
with the Continental Trust Company look-
Ing to taking over the business. These
negotiations falled, although the corre-
spondence tended to show that the Treas-
ury Department stood ready to extend
financial ald by way of making deposits
with the local national banks for use
of the Continental Trust Company in
meeéting a possible run.

Mr. Merrlam and Mr., Warden verified
Mr. Willlama's statements on this point.
Mr. Williams had not concluded his state-
ment when the committes took o recess
until 10:30 o'clock to-morrow morning
The conslderation of the case was behind
closed doors.

It 18 the opinion that the nomination
will be favorably reported and confirmed
after some delay. Chalrman Owen be-
leves thera will be little delay.

Regardless of the action of the Benate
on this nomination it appeared probable
that there would be an investigation of
the Munsey Trust Company deal. Lead-
ing Republican Senators were busy col-
lecting Information on the Munsey deal
and it was admitted that a resolution of
investigation was being considered.

The Benators opposed to the nomination
of Mr. Willlama say that they were nt
a disadvantage because the local bankers
apparently are In awe of Mr. Willlams
and the power that he will wield as
Comptroller of the Currency.

Local banks hold deposits of publie
funds and particularly of the local rev-
enues of tha Distriet of Columbla. These
funds are In the control of the Treasury
Department and the deposits may be
tuken away at any time,

That was on Saturday night. When the
two girls entered the flat they were told
not to go in the rear roem as a secret
meeting wns being held there,

The girls went away but returned on
Mcendany merning,. The trunk was then
on the pushcart in front of the door,
They went upstaire. There they found
Vietor, Charles and Mary Bodner, a
woman who |s now in the Tombs

Then Victor and Charles went out to
wheel the pusheart to Pitt street.

Both Victor and Charles degy giving
Ivan the knockout drops. They say that
the man died a natural death.

Baltimore Also ulv;-_a 1ts Federal

Reserve Claimas,

WasHINGTON, Jan.
of Baltimore and Washington for a Fed-

eril reserve bank were presented to-day
